their votes on one ballot to the election officers for: 


Moderator, Treasurer, Town Clerk, one Selectman 
for three years, one Assessor for three years, one Collec- 
tor of Taxes for three years, one School Committee for 
three years, one Regional School Committee for three 
years, two Library Trustees for three years, one Ceme- 
tery Commissioner for three years, Auditor, Tree Warden 
and Elector under the Will of Oliver Smith. 


The polls will be open for voting at 11:30 A.M. and 
will close at 7:00 P.M. 


And you are directed, also, to notify and warn the 
inhabitants of the Town of Whately, qualified to vote in 
Town affairs, to meet in the Town Hall in Whately, on 
Friday, the twenty-first day of February next, at 7:00 
P.M., and then and there to act on the following articles: 


ARTICLE 1. To hear the reports of any committees 
which have been appointed and to act on same. 
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ARTICLE 2. To raise and appropriate such sums 
of money as may be deemed necessary to defray the ex- 
penses of the town for the ensuing year.

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Selectmen's Report 


To the Citizens of Whately: 


We herewith present our annual report on our 1963 
activities as required by statute. 


Chapter 90 Re-construction of River Road has now 
been completed from the Deerfield line to the Depot Road 
intersection, and work on this road will be continued in 
1964. 


Due to the collapse of a culvert on Chestnut Plain 
Road, considerable money was needed to repair the dam- 
age and we were fortunate to be able to use some of our 
Chapter 90 funds for this work. <A section of Chestnut 
Plain Road near the Lawrence-Dickinson homes was re- 
built under Chapter 90 Maintenance and further work 
is planned to the Christian Lane intersection. Black top 
was extended on Conway Road near the Drown home and 
also from Poplar Hill Road to the chapel. 


A further grant of $5,635.84 from a new State Bond 
issue is now available, and with the balance of the old 
issue, will be used for the town’s share of Chapter 90 
Construction for the next two years. 


With the exception of the tractor-loader, our high- 
way equipment is satisfactory for our current needs, and 
is probably in the best mechanical condition possible, con- 
sidering the age of most of it. Our highway superin- 
tendent and his crew have been able to do practically all 
of the maintenance and repair during the past year, at a 
minimum of cost. 
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We do, however, badly need a new front-end loader 
of greater capacity than the worn-out Ferguson we now 
have, and an article will be in the warrant requesting the 
purchase of a larger unit. 


Our welfare problems have been at a minimum and 
have been capably handled by Mrs. Clark of the South- 
ern Franklin Welfare District. 


The good progress of Civil Defense is also noted, 
with special appreciation to Murray Lawrence for his 
continued interest and efforts. 


The work of the Planning Board, under the able 
guidance of Albert Zaskey, has resulted in the adoption 
of a Zoning By-Law at a special meeting early in the year, 
and the Selectmen have issued several permits for small 
construction. The Appeals Board has also acted on sev- 
eral matters that came under their jurisdiction and have 
disposed of the cases properly. We call attention to the 
fact that all new construction, other than minor repairs, 
now requires a permit by the Selectmen and/or the 
Appeals Board. 


The reports of the various town officers and depart- 
ments are included in this town report, and we believe 
require no special mention. 


The cooperation of the town officers and appointees 
is appreciated, and we thank them and the citizens of the 
town for their help and consideration during the year.

While the recommendations are over $12,400 higher 
than those of last year, the increase from the revenue 
actually raised by the town meeting is about $10,000, 
which indicates a $5.75 boost in the tax rate, most of this 
due to unavoidable school costs. 


The Finance Committee devoted considerable time 
to discussion of the purchase of a loader for the high- 
way department. While, of course, this equipment will 
be put up for bids, estimates indicate that two types are 
available, listing at around $5,500 and around $12,500. 
It was the consensus of opinion of the committee that 
the advantages and longer life of the larger and heavier 
machines are so obvious that it recommended that this 
type be purchased. The available money in the Road 
Machinery Earnings Fund is only $8,200, which should 
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not be entirely depleted. Therefore, we advise using 
$7,000 of this fund and raising about $5,000 by taxation, 
adding $3.00 to the tax rate. This matter deserves full 
discussion on the town meeting floor, since our recom- 
mendations are purely advisory. 


At the request of department heads, consideration 
was given to an increase in salary for some town officers, 
whose duties require more time than formerly to proper- 
ly perform their work. Comparison was made to the 
costs of other nearby towns of about the same population, 
and it was decided to recommend $50 increases for the 
selectmen, assessors and town clerk. In the case of the 
Treasurer, who will be unable to accept payment for act- 
ing as Bookkeeper and Secretary to the Selectmen, al- 
though it will be necessary for him to continue, at least 
in an advisory position, for the present, it was decided to 
increase the Treasurer’s salary to $750, deducting the 
difference, $150 from the allowance for Secretary, in the 
hope that this position may be filled sometime during the 
year. It should be understood that these increase are to 
be in effect only for the incumbents, and may be subject 
to change in the case of later replacements by less experi- 
enced personnel.

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Report of Public Health Nursing 


To the citizens of Whately, Sunderland and Ashfield: 


Two meetings were held, one in April in Sunderland 
and one in December in Ashfield. 


At the April meeting Mrs. Vesta Canney resigned as 
secretary and was elected chairman. It was voted that 
the chairman would be elected for a one year term and 
the chairmanship be rotated among the three towns. Mrs. 
Merrill Field of Ashfield is secretary with Mrs. T. L. 
Warner serving as vice chairman in Sunderland, and Mr. 
Leslie Guilford, vice chairman in Ashfield. Other mem- 
bers serving on the committee are Mrs. Blanche Parzick 
and Mrs. Elizabeth Orloski in Whately, Mrs. Guilford 
Montague and Mrs. Edward Tozloski in Sunderland, and 
Mrs. Raymond Anderson of Ashfield, who continues to 
faithfully arrange the well child clinic in that town. 

At the December meeting the budget for 1964 was 
discussed and it was felt that the same amount of $1,400 
would be sufficient. Mrs. Lindsay was granted a raise in 
salary of $100.00 to become effective January 1, 1964. 

In June Mrs. Lindsay attended a one week seminar 
at Simmon’s College on School Health Programs. We ex- 
tend our appreciation to Mrs. Malcolm Strippe who sub- 
stituted during her absence. 

We again extend our sincere appreciation to Mrs. 
Lindsay for her very efficient work. We also extend our 
appreciation and thanks to all who have helped to make 
the health program a success.

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Report of Public Health Nurse 


To the Citizens of Whately: 


Summarizing the case load of home visits in the 
towns of Ashfield, Sunderland and Whately which have 
increased over 100, and adding the school enrollments in 
these towns which have more pupils than last year, it is 
apparent that the combined duties of District Nurse and 
School Nurse is increasing. Elderly and confined persons 
require attention at home, and as health promotion is a 
primary objective of modern education, schools require 
certain policies to protect and improve the health of stu- 
dents. Changes and improvements in both areas are con- 
stant, which make study a necessity. 


The school nurse attended In-Service Classes for 60 
hours in Behavior Problems at Northampton State Hospi- 
tal, meetings in Boston concerned Handicapped Children, 
and in June enrolled for a Workshop for School Nurses 
held by the State Board of Education at Simmons College 
in Boston. This course included several aspects of School 
Health work. Health Program Planning, Legal Involve- 
ments, Handicapped Children, both emotional and physi- 
cal growth and development, reports and records and 
immunization clinics were subjects studied. This is the 
first of a three-year course. 


The clinic activity for the year 1963 included: Sabin 
Oral Polio vaccine #1 in January, #2 in March and #3 
in May; these clinics and the 1962 Polio clinics immunized 
hundreds of school children in these towns. Well-Child 
clinics in Whately with 37 children and in Ashfield with 
97 children were held in the summer. Dr. Buchanan 


A, 


attended in Whately and Dr. Low in Ashfield. Dr. Ken- 
neth Rice, school physician at Sunderland and Whately, 
immunized 96 children for diphtheria, whooping cough 
and tetanus. 


First aid is done at the schools by the teachers and 
nurse. Children are sent to their homes when indicated. 

Assistance was given to the first grade teachers at 
registration day, visits are made to homes frequently, 
vaccine was obtained from Westfield for clinics, four chil- 
dren were taken to an optometrist, eight children to 
Health Camp, and meetings were held with service organ- 
izations. Supplies and records, both town and school, are 
kept up-to-date. 


Summary—Whately: adult visits 36, school visits 
94, enrollment 137, income $40.00, mileage $87.03 


All towns—adult visits 280, school visits 277, enroll- 
ment 699, income $232.75, mileage $349.17. 


I am most grateful to the members of the Public 
Health Nursing Agency, the parents of school children, 
the town officials and the school staff, who all help to make 
this work pleasant.

This year saw us with several fires which were bad, 
the Cullbro barn, tent and gas fire, the Wroblewski house 
on North Street, the woods fire off the Conway road in 
West Whately. Also several small fires with arson origin, 
and two fires in buildings which were believed to be set 
in which one truck was a total loss and the other one with 
a furniture loss. These were turned over to the State 
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Fire Marshal’s office along with several others of suspi- 
cious character. 


The increase in the hourly rate in fighting fires, which 
is paid on the same basis as the Highway Dept., and the 
necessity of a ruling, that mufflers had to be put on fire 
trucks, by the Registry of Motor Vehicles, depleted our 
budget, which you will find an accounting elsewhere in 
this report. 


I would like to say with the cooperation of our in- 
habitants and the quick response of our fire fighters we 
were able to hold our outdoor fires to a minimum during 
the hazardous period this fall. However, we had several 
tent tobacco fires which were set and which were partly 
cleared up by admissions by parties involved. Several 
small brush fires in the evening we believed were set by 
unknown parties. We assisted at Sunderland and Hat- 
field under the Mutual Aid system and also received 
assistance from Mutual Aid three times.

Planning Board 
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Report of Tree Warden and 
Moth Superintendent 


To the Citizens of Whately: 


All gypsy moth areas mentioned in my last annual 
report were sprayed by the Department of Natural Re- 
sources with the understanding from the department, 
that I, as moth superintendent, was to put out test plates 
and markers to guide the pilot areas to be sprayed. The 
Department, however, has taken care of this matter. 
Therefore, I have returned to the treasury the sum of 
$116.25. The sum of $333.75 was spent on the customary 
roadside spraying and mapping of water holes, fish ponds, 
pastures and mowings in the vicinity of areas which were 
sprayed. Appropriations were $450.00. 

Dutch Elm disease is still a problem. Twenty trees 
were cut and destroyed during the past year. Nineteen 
more, however, have been tagged and found to have the 
disease; this was proven by the Shade Tree Laboratories. 
Most of these trees are by the roadside, and if not cut, 
they will become a hazard to the public. 

Sixty-seven maple trees have been planted during 
this past season. Fortunately they were dug in town, 
therefore the only cost was for labor, digging and trans- 
planting. This cost is minor, compared to that of nursery 
stock. Due to the dry season, however, a number of trees 
have not survived, therefore necessitating replacement. 

Pruning has been done throughout the town. A com- 
plete job cannot be done in any one season, due to the 
continuous dying and drying of limbs. Several trees, 
other than Dutch Elm, have been cut and removed. There 
are still others to be cut this coming season, however.

LIBRARY YEAR 


Use of the library increased substantially in 1963. 
Students and adults alike spent long sessions using refer- 
ence materials that do not circulate. This demonstrates 
a need that must soon be met of providing tables for the 
use of students so they need not push aside periodicals and 
indexes to make room for their materials. 


Out of town borrowers continue to patronize the 
library for its Reference, Fiction and Periodicals collec- 
tion 


Membership in the Western Regional Public Library 
System has been enthusiastically acclaimed by those adults 
and young people who have received materials through 
the System in such varied topics as Public Baths in New 
York City in 1899, the Theatre of the Absurd, 17th cen- 
tury recipes, an obscure book on Christian ethics and re- 
cent studies in geophysics 


Reading for pleasure continues to increase among 
adults and children. Most popular are recent fiction, 
mysteries and westerns which have a slight edge over 
non-fiction titles, where narrative accounts of history, 
self help, and personal reminiscences are most sought. 


The Library is particularly fortunate in its periodical 
collection that comprises 47 magazines subscribed to or 
received as gifts. These are a major reference source. 


In April both Mrs. Dorothy Polhemus and Mrs. Ena 
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Cane appeared on separate panels of the Town and County 
Conference to discuss libraries as Trustee and Librarian 
respectively. 


Events included the four Summer Story Hours con- 
ducted by Mrs. Adelia Bardwell, Mrs. Dorothy Polhemus, 
Mrs. Maryanna Rowe, Western Regional Children’s Spe- 
cialist, and Mrs. Anne Tierney. Cookies were made and 
served by Whately’s junior Escoffiers. 


The Bicentennial Preview scored a major success 
due to the hard work and resourcefulness of the Com- 
mittee. Displays of Whately’s industries, photographs 
and costumes of the past as well as furnishings of Whate- 
ly homes, some of them two hundred years old, were seen 
by 170 people in the four hours between two and six. 


On December 5th the Executive Council of the West- 
ern Regional Public Library System met at the library 
where they were welcomed by Chairman Sabin Filip- 
kowski. They were impressed with the Library, its view 
and the cordial warmth of their reception that culminated 
in a luncheon at the Lamplighter. 


The Tenth Annual Christmas Book Fair was a bril- 
liant success due to its pre-teen age committee, four of 
whom appeared on the television show At Home With 
Kitty to talk about the Fair and show some of the deco- 
rations they had made. Mrs. Cane participated in a half 
hour interview on WMUA/’s Party Line. Both appear- 
ances brought many out of town people to the fair. 


Mrs. Cane gave a talk on Christmas books at the 
Christmas Party of Whately’s P.T.A. where she sold 
some of the Book Fair items. 


The Christmas Story Hour owed its success to many 
townspeople: to the Christmas Taddy Mouse Story told 
by Dorothy Polhemus, the film about horses shown by 
Adelia Bardwell, the ice cream provided by Sabin Filip- 
kowski, Chairman, Frank Farrick’s extra bus trip so the 
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East Whately children could attend and the helpers, 
Dianne Belado, Sharon Bardwell, Allan Filipkowski, 
Geoffrey Rodriguez and Bonnie Rup. 


During the summer the foyer, main reading room 
and Librarian’s office received fresh coats of paint by 
Fred W. Bardwell which freshened the Library percepti- 
bly 


The Library was saddened by the death of its new 
custodian, Marshall Pease, whose interest and labors went 
far beyond the demands of the job. 


The rolls of those who have earned the Library’s 
gratitude for gifts and services is too long to detail in 
full. There are the members of committees who have de- 
voted time, effort and imagination to Library events who 
deserve special thanks. We are grateful to the donors of 
books and periodicals: to Paul F. Field for Horizon, Holi-

REPORT OF THE GREENFIELD, ATHOL, 
FRANKLIN COUNTY AREA REGIONAL 
VOCATIONAL SCHOOL DISTRICT 
PLANNING COMMITTEE 


There seems to be an ever increasing need in the 
vocational and technical training of students in our town 
as in other neighboring towns. 

Statistics show through studies made by educators 
that 25% of high school graduates are college material. 
They can go on to college and become teachers or go on 
to other professional fields. There are another 25% that 
take commercial courses and can go into the business field. 
About 50% are undecided and not college material. They 
are the ones that need vocational training in the various 
fields of employment. 

At the present time, Whately has fifteen students 
attending trade or vocational schools. We have twenty- 
nine general students which may go to a vocational or 
trade school after graduation. 

We recommend that an article be put in the Town 
Warrant to consider the report of the planning board and 
that the town accept the report; that the town continue 
active participation in drawing up the Greenfield, Athol, 
Franklin County Area Regional Vocational School. 

Even if we do not become an active member of the 
district, in the end we will have a vocational school in 
our area large enough so that we will be able to send our 
tuition students there, which will at least cut our trans- 
portation costs.

Dear Mr. Hannum: 


As Superinendent of Schools for Union #38, I wish 
to submit to you my fifth annual report. You and your 
committee have devoted many hours guiding the direc- 
tion of education for the boys and girls of Whately. 


CURRICULUM 


Reading remains the basic foundation of all other 
learnings. For some pupils it is a difficult skill to acquire. 
It demands the use of many methods, techniques, and 
materials to stimulate these pupils into an active desire 
to read for information and pleasure. For the fortunate 
children who are inveterate readers, the school should 
provide challenging materials. The group who read well, 
but only what is demanded of them, should be encour- 
aged to broaden their reading interest. 


With these conditions in mind, the Study Committee 
of teachers and I surveyed seven well-known reading 
series published by various companies. Representatives 
from the different companies met with the Committee and 
demonstrated their books. 


The final recommendation was left to me, owing to 
a tie vote among committee members. Basically, the 
teachers of the primary grades recommended the read- 
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ers published by the Ginn Book Company, while the 
teachers of the intermediate grades preferred the readers 
published by the American Book Company. As Super- 
intendent of Schools, I will recommend to the Union Com- 
mittee the adoption of the books published by Ginn & 
Company. 


The Committee agreed that the Houghton Mifflin 
Series should be adopted as the supplementary text to be 
used for enrichment by the accelerated students. Other 
supplementary texts will be those published by Scott 
Foresman and American Book Company. 


In addition, we are continuing to make effective use 
of the S. R. A. Reading Kits which provide for much in- 
dividualized instruction and achievement. 


We have continued to prepare projects under the pro- 
visions of the National Defense Education Act. Books 
and materials received were used to supplement our sci- 
ence and mathematics programs. Since September, Mr. 
Stanley Everett, Science Co-ordinator, has been assist- 
ing the staff members in supplementing science instruc- 
tion. 


Last year the Deerfield Schools experimented suc- 
cessfully with instrumental music instruction in the ele- 
mentary grades. This September, instrumental music 
has been extended to the other union schools in Conway, 
Sunderland and Whately. At present, there are nine- 
teen Whately pupils participating as follows: grade 
four—two; grade five—six; and grade six—eleven. Myr. 
Granger Norwood of the regional school faculty meets 
with this group each Wednesday from 2:45 to 4:00 P.M. 
I feel confident that such instruction will assist immense- 
ly in building up our regional school band. 


THE STAFF 


Mrs. Annabelle Hall, principal-teacher at East 
Whately, retired after many years of teaching. Also, 
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two resignations were received from staff members of 
the Whately Schools—namely: Mr. Stephen Maniatty, 
art teacher for the union; and Mrs. Leona Bock. 


New appointments were as follows: 


Mr. Edward P. Trzcienski, principal-teacher, grade 
six at East Whately, received his Bachelor of Science 
Degree in Education from the State College at Westfield. 
He has had three years of teaching experience in Williams- 
burg. 


Mrs. Josephine Zgrodnik was assigned to the fourth 
grade. She also has a Bachelor of Science Degree in Edu- 
cation from the State College at Westfield, and has had 
six years of teaching experience. 


The newly-appointed art teacher for the union 
schools is Miss Eleanor Selvecki, a major in art education 
at Tufts College of Special Studies, Medford, Massachu- 
setts. 


Good candidates for teaching positions continue to 
be in short supply. We have been fortunate in this area 
to have the community located within close commuting 
distance of the university. From among the wives of 
students and faculty we have been obtaining well-quali- 
fied persons to fill vacancies. Another important factor 
in attracting competent teachers is a good salary scale, 
revised frequently. Community reception and interest in 
schools are also very necessary factors which good teach- 
ers consider. The teachers’ salary scale for the Town of 
Whately is as follows:

MAINTENANCE 


Two major maintenance projects were completed at 
the East School. A new filter bed was installed for the 
septic tank. It was also necessary to replace part of the 
slate roof and tar and gravel the flat roof. This is the 
beginning of a long-term plan to replace sections of the 
roof on a yearly basis. 


MISCELLANEOUS 


Information of particular interest concerning schools 
this year was the recent decision of the U. 8S. Supreme 
Court that the recitation of the Lord’s Prayer and the 
reading of the Bible for devotional and religious purposes 
in the public school, as previously required by our state 
law, was unconstitutional. Although there may be in- 
dividual and group opinions concerning this decision, it 
is the law of the land and must be obeyed. This is espe- 
cially true at this time when one of the chief responsi- 
bilities of education is to teach good citizenship and obedi- 
ence to law. 


The Conflict of Interest Law which was passed in 
1962 has since been clarified by the Attorney General. 

An amendment was made to Chapter 530 which pro- 
vides penalties for failure to keep certain schools open 
for one hundred and eighty days. The penalty provides 
for a reduction in the amount of school aid payable to 
the city or town. 


Revisions were made in the law limiting the re- 
employment of retired teachers as substitute teachers to 
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a total annual salary received from such employment not 
to exceed twelve hundred dollars. 


Also revised was the law establishing the minimum 
salary to be paid superintendents serving in Union and/or 
Region or in a dual capacity. Provision was also made 
for increased state reimbursements. 


CONCLUSION 


I sincerely thank the school committee, school staff, 
and citizens of the community for their wholehearted co- 
operation in their support of education for the future 
citizens of our nation.

Report of Music Supervisor 


Music is a telling factor in a child’s life. It pro- 
vides training for keenness of perception in the world 
around him. The little child in the first grade learns to 
sing of the pictures on the walls of his schoolroom; he 
later begins to sing of the world as he sees it on the way 
to school; and he sings of his home and his school activi- 
ties. 


He learns music of nature and responds to that 
which he hears by expressing musically various moods. 
Here, then, is an emotional response which in later life 
may permit him to use music as a release from daily 
tensions. As the child learns free expressions through 
music, so in later life the adult may become a better ad- 
justed individual. Music, then, we see, has therapeutic 
value. 


Simultaneously, with the training for perception of 
that which surrounds him, lessons in the classroom train 
the child to produce a high quality of tonal production, 
ability to understand and use correctly music notation, 
to recognize musical phrases, and feel variety of rhythm 
patterns. 


Public school music is a valuable asset, it would 
seem, in training the whole child. This, we are told, 
should be the aim of all public school educators. Cer- 
tainly, the personnel of the schools of Whately are fulfill- 
ing this obligation in a highly effective manner and for 
this I now offer my sincere thanks to all for the coopera- 
tion afforded me, the special music teacher of Whately.

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Report of Art Supervisor 


As art supervisor in the town of Whately, I submit 
my first annual report. 


Quite often art is regarded simply as “learning to 
draw and paint.” This is but one simple aspect of an 
entire art program. 


Instilling a set of aesthetic values is one of the more 
gradual, and less easily noted, processes in the study of 
art. This process is one which will continue through 
adolescence and into maturity. The role of judging and 
selecting colors and styles in the home and in clothing 
will fall upon today’s children when they become adults. 
A project in one class was the designing of place mats 
while another class stenciled repeat patterns for fabric 
and wallpaper. In both groups the children found that 
technical skill as well as imagination was necessary. 


The development of children’s mechanical skills 
through the directed use of scissors, crayons, paints, and 
other media must be included in the list of goals. By 
enabling the child to become more skillful with eye and 
hand, a greater sense of satisfaction is possible. Thus, 
enjoyment also is an aim in the teaching of art. Making 
Christmas cards and decorations is a pleasant project 
but skill is constantly being built, too. Then, seeing their 
work displayed in the classroom pleases the children while 
giving them a cheerful atmosphere at the same time. 


Creativity, however, is of prime importance in any 
program, but especially in art. The rapid expansion of 
technology today has caused great stress to be placed on 
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the building of new ideas and new growth. Often a new 
twist to a traditional idea can lead to more original think- 
ing. At Thanksgiving one class made very colorful tur- 
keys created as cut-paper mosaic designs. Encourage- 
ment and help, too, are vital for the child to find the free- 
dom of expression necessary for creativity. 


I feel that art, so often regarded as a separate unit, 
should instead be seen as an important part of a child’s 
whole learning. 


I wish to thank you, Mr. Bennett, the school com- 
mittee, teachers, and parents for their cooperation and 
assistance.

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Report of School Nurse 


As school nurse in the town of Whately, I submit 
the following report for two schools for the year 1963. 


Appraisal of pupils’ health in schools is done every 
day in one way or another. It may be a teacher observ- 
ing a tired, pale child, or a husky, exuberant boy, or it 
may be the result of careful medical examination by the 
school physician or a screening test for vision and hear- 
ing by the school nurse. 


The term “health appraisal” refers to a combination 
of organized procedures to evaluate the child’s health 
status. These include those conducted by the teacher, 
nurse, physician and other persons. 


Physical examinations of school children, number- 
ing 69, and a diphtheria, whooping cough and tetanus 
clinic of 39 in the spring were activities conducted by 
Dr. Kenneth Rice at the schools. 


Yearly screening tests for vision losses and hearing 
losses are routine for every student, this year one hear- 
ing and five vision defect notices were sent home. 


All children of first grade and all new pupils are 
checked for vaccination and other immunization when 
entering schools. All children are weighed and measured 
annually. 


Three oral Sabin polio clinics were held in Whately 
(number I in January, number II in March and number 
III in May) which, with 1962 clinics, immunized nearly 
100% of Whately’s children. These clinics were con- 
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ducted with the Board of Health and Nursing Advisory 
Committee’s assistance. 


Weekly visits to school are made; dental and health 
material, as well as first-aid supplies, are supplied to the 
schools, and reports and records are kept up-to-date. 


The school nurse completed 60 hours of study at 
Northampton State Hospital on Behavior Problems, 
attended a workshop about Handicapped Children in 
Boston and a course of study at Simmons College in the 
summer for school nurses. Many conferences have been 
held with the Public Health Nursing Advisor in Amherst, 
the Mental Health Center in Greenfield, the school physi- 
cian and school personnel. 


Summary: enrollment, 137; school visits, 94; absences, 
844; conferences at home, 39; conferences at school, 102; 
transportation, 21. 


Many individuals share responsibility and concern 
for the health of the school child. Health appraisals 
themselves are only means to an end. When they are 
followed up appropriately, however, children who have 
remedial defects can be restored to health, and those with 
emotional problems can be aided in readjustment. All of 
these appraisal efforts are ineffective unless children who 
need professional services are seen by those qualified to 
provide definite diagnosis and treatment. Parents of 
Whately school children are most cooperative in this re- 
spect. 


I extend my thanks to the school physician, Dr. Ken- 
neth Rice, and to all the friendly personnel at the Whate- 
ly schools.

Dear Mr. Peabody: 


I wish to submit to you and your committee my 
fourth annual report as Superintendent of Frontier Re- 
gional School District. Your policies and decisions have 
continued to move secondary education forward in the 
all-important task of developing future, active, partici- 
pating citizens of the world in which we live. 


LIBRARY SERVICES 


The school library movement has been one of slow 
evolution and has moved through three phases of develop- 
ment. First, no library space was provided in school and 
all instruction was limited to textbooks. The second 
stage of development was achieved when school class- 
rooms had limited spaces for a small collection of books, 
usually out-dated, and other reading material of limited 
value, and the textbook still regarded as the chief source 
of information. In the final stage of development, the 
library has become a repository of knowledge and is re- 
garded as second only to the teacher as a very important 
feature of the school’s primary function of transmitting 
or communicating knowledge. The American Library 
Association, in reference to school libraries, states as one 
of its objectives the following: 
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“All pupils in both elementary and secondary schools 
should have ready access to books so that they may 
be trained: 


a. To love to read that which is worthwhile. 


b. To supplement their school studies by the use 
of books other than textbooks. 


c. To use reference books easily and effectively. 


d. To use intelligently both the school library and 
and the public library.” 


It is a pleasure to report that the library services at 
Frontier have entered into the third stage of develop- 
ment. This, in part, is due to your continued approval 
of the budget appropriation for library purposes. We 
have, at present, a total of three thousand books, in addi- 
tion to other references, miscellaneous daily newspapers, 
and current periodicals. All of these are readily avail- 
able to inquisitive young minds, to supplement their daily 
textbook learning during each school day and from seven 
to nine o’clock on every Monday and Thursday evening. 


Library circulation for 1963, by month through No- 
vember, is as follows: January, 831; February, 615; 
March, 670; April, 525; May, 625; June, 166; September, 

509; October, 965; November, 675. 


GUIDANCE 


Mr. Owen Pugsley, Director of Guidance, submitted 
the following statistics in a report relative to the future 
plans of the seventy-seven (77) students of the gradu- 
ating class of 1963:

UNGRADED CLASS 


It is the responsibility of all public schools to teach 
all of the children of all of the people and to try to de- 
velop each child to his optimum. Within all groups of 
persons, some are more rapid learners or achievers and 
are more successful in the academic areas than are others. 
In order to meet the challenge of the slow learner or 
achiever, we, at Frontier, have developed an ungraded 
class for slow learners in grades seven through ten. In 
such a class, students have more opportunity to compete 
on similar levels, receive more individualized instruction 
due to the small enrollment, and have the opportunity of 
achieving success in accomplishment. Those who achieve 
certain standards may be transferred to the regular de- 
partmental type of program. At present some pupils 
participate half-time in the regular program and half- 
time in the ungraded program. Also, pupils of the un- 
graded class participate with other groups in shop, physi- 
cal education, music, and related areas. Financially, the 
total cost of such a class is reimbursed fifty percent 
(50%) by state funds. 
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STAFF 


Our resignations during the past year have been 
small in number, but unfortunately, they have been re- 
ceived from some very good teachers. Those who sub- 
mitted resignations were as follows: Mrs. Marilyn R. 
Cate, Mr. Frank Jackson, Mr. James Vargelis. A year’s 
leave of absence without pay was granted to Mrs. Joan T. 
Rising to permit her to do advanced study in art educa- 
tion.

A good salary schedule, which is constantly revised, 
community appreciation and cooperation play an import- 
ant role in attracting and keeping good teachers. 
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DROP-OUTS 


Recently current communication media have given 
time and attention to the problem of students failing to 
continue their education or those who withdraw from 
school upon attaining the age of sixteen. Such pupils are 
classified as drop-outs. Pertinent facts relating to this 
problem are shown in the following information obtained 
from the “Drop-out Studies, Massachusetts Public Secon- 
dary Schools, 1960-61 and 1961-62: 


“In the year 1960-61, there were 346,249 students 
enrolled in grades 7-12. 


Of this number, 10,546 were dropped out of school, 
representing a drop-out ratio of 3.05%. The holding 
power for the public secondary schools in the Common- 
wealth for that year was 96.95%. 


“For the year 1961-62, a student enrollment of 
355,909 was reported in grades 7-12. The number of 
drop-out reported was 9,620 which represents a drop-out 
percentage of 2.7% and a holding power of 97.3%. 


“It is significant to note that the reported 1961-62 
public secondary school enrollment in grades 7-12 in- 
creased 9.66% while the percentage of drop-outs de- 
creased 0.3%. 


“It is interesting to note that the four major reasons 
listed for leaving school were: (1) ‘preferred to work’; 
(2) ‘not interested in school work’; (8) ‘was failing, was 
discouraged, or didn’t want to repeat grade’; and (4) 
‘marriage’.”’ 

A review of the situation at Frontier is revealed in 
a report of a study submitted to me by Mr. Roger, Prin- 
cipal, as follows:

“The above table is a study of Frontier Regional 
student enrollments beginning with the seventh grade in 
1956. Students enrolled in grades 8 through 12 in 1956 
are not included. The class of 1962 was the first class to 
complete six full years at Frontier Regional School. 


“It will be noted that a total of 27 students have 
dropped out of school from the classes represented in the 
chart. This represents an average drop-out rate of 3.9% 
based on the total number of students enrolled in grade 7 
during the period covered. The net transfer of students 
out of the school to other schools, public and private, has 
been 12% of the number of students enrolled in grade 7 
during the year covered. 


“The greatest loss of students by transfer to other 
schools occurs between grades 8 and 9, involving mainly 
Deerfield Academy, Greenfield Vocational School and 
Smith’s Vocational School in Northampton. 


“The majority of drop-outs occur between grades 
10 and 11 when students lose all interest in school through 
poor academic records, disciplinary problems or failure 
of our program to meet their needs. 


“The function of our Guidance Department becomes 
most crucial while students are in the eighth grade. Stu- 
dents who would be better served by other schools and 
potential drop-outs are identified at this time. Every 
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effort is made to counsel these students into making 
proper choice of future program. Not shown in the 
chart is a fairly large number of students who choose to 
remain at Frontier when all indications show that our 
program is not suited to them. They eventually complete 
the twelfth grade but with very poor records and little 
promise of future success. 


“Although our student holding-power by national 
standards is very good, we must continue to improve our 
program to insure equal opportunity to all students. Eight 
out of ten students do not go on to and complete college 
and it is to these eight students that our greatest re- 
sponsibility lies. Considerably more than half of our 
total effort is directed to college-preparatory students, a 
condition which much change if all of the children of all 
the parents are to have equal rights to education.” 


One of many avenues open to encourage students to 
remain in school is that presented in the area of voca- 
tional education. Students may have difficulty and find 
academic work uninteresting but may find renewed awak- 
ening in the vocational area. All citizens of the region 
should carefully review and appraise the plan of voca- 
tional education presented by the study group for this 
area. 


CONCLUSION 


I wish to sincerely thank the Committee, Principal, 
Staff and Citizens of Frontier Regional District for their 
assistance and combined efforts of improving the educa- 
tional status of the Regional School during the past year.

Dear Mr. Bennett: 


I am pleased to submit my fourth annual report as 
principal of Frontier Regional School. The year 1963 
has seen continued growth and improvement in the 
school. Enrollment on December 1, 1963 was 722 stu- 
dents, with a staff of 42 teachers and supervisors. Capa- 
city enrollment for the school was estimated at 750 at 
the time of its opening in 1956. Every room in the build- 
ing is now in use and we are beginning to feel the pressure 
for additional space. 


The school, now in its eighth year of use, requires 
constant attention to maintain it in top condition and 
guarantee its efficient operation. During the past year 
we have been concerned with the following maintenance: 
repaving the north driveway, installing a new sidewalk 
from the east wing to the parking area, completing re- 
pairs to the roof, repairing and painting overhangs 
around the building, painting of the lower half of the 
interior of the cafeteria, installing a removable canvas 
divider in the gym, partial sound-proofing of the guidance 
office, re-tiling of the stairs, corridor and portions of the 
floor in the old gym, repairing of ceiling areas damaged 
by leaks, installing an additional fifty student lockers, 
replacing of armchairs with tables in the eighth grade 
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Science room and complete repairing and repainting of 
all bleachers. The custodial staff continues to do a re- 
markable job in maintaining all areas of the building and 
ground and we can say from observation that the upkeep 
of our building is the best in the area. 


The instructional program at Frontier has been 
strengthened in several areas, particulary in social 
studies, science and mathematics. We are experiment- 
ing with programmed learning in our American Govern- 
ment class; we have revised subject-matter content in 
seventh, eighth and ninth grade science; provided a lab 
period for advanced biology classes; introduced the School 
Mathematics Study Group program in modern math for 
top sections of grades seven, eight and ten; offered a re- 
view mathematics course for seniors not involved in ad- 
vanced mathematics, and finally we are devoting this 
school year to the revision and updating of course con- 
tent in all subject-matter areas. 


Instructional materials available to the teacher in 
the classroom are being improved to keep pace with tech- 
nological advances in teaching. Maps, globes and charts 
are now available to all teachers in good supply. Pro- 
jectors, films and filmstrips, tapes and tape recorders, 
records and record players, transparencies and overhead 
projectors, microscopes and microprojectors have been 
provided wherever needed and are coming into general 
use by all teachers. Supplementary books of all kinds 
are being purchased and used in large numbers in the 
classroom. The textbook remains the basic teaching tool, 
but we are now using a wide variety of equipment and 
materials to improve teaching and to bring the world into 
the classroom. 


Changes in the teaching staff during 1963 included 
the resignation and replacement of three teachers, the 
elimination of the vocational agriculture position and the 
addition of a special class teacher, a music teacher and a 
social studies-English teacher. 
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Our immediate plans for further improvement of 
the instructional program center about the industrial arts 
course. The building formerly used for vocational agri- 
culture is being converted for use as a shop for metal 
work, mechanics, electricity and electronics. We believe 
it is necessary to provide more boys with a wider intro- 
duction to the technical skills. Our aim is to provide each 
boy with sufficient background to enable him to make a 
wise career choice following high school. Further educa- 
tion in specialized technical schools should be the goal of 
each student. An additional teacher will be hired to carry 
out this expansion. 


During the coming year, baseball and softball dia- 
monds will be developed on the new playing fields and 
tennis courts will be built. The completion of these pro- 
jects will provide us with the most extensive athletic 
facilities in the area, including space for football, base- 
ball, softball, soccer, field hockey, outdoor basketball, 
track, tennis and, of course, the use of two gymnasiums. 
The only major physical fitness activity not provided is 
swimming. 


We shall continue, during the coming year, to im- 
prove and extend the instructional program. Every boy 
and girl from the four towns will be assured of our con- 
tinued efforts to provide each with a sound education, 
either as preparation for further training or as terminal 
education designed to prepare them to enter the world of 
employment, fully aware of their duties and responsi- 
bilities as citizens.

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Report of 
Regional School Nurse 


The Frontier Regional School health program in- 
cluded two important projects for the year 1963. The 
Sabin Polio Clinics were held in January, March, and 
June, sponsored by the Health Departments of Sunder- 
land and South Deerfield. Five hundred and eighty-two 
students were given the oral vaccine. 


On April 5th, the 7th, 8th and 9th grades were given 
the Montoux Test for tuberculosis. This completed the 
test for the entire school. A follow-up program relating 
to the Montoux Test was completed in May in conjunction 
with the chest x-ray clinic at Franklin County Hospital. 


Physical exams were given to the 7th, 9th and 11th 
grades, senior and junior varsity football players, senior 
and junior boys’ varsity basketball team and senior and 
junior girls’ varsity basketball team. Four hundred and 
sixty-two students were examined by Dr. Rice. Six re- 
ferrals were made to parents for further health evalua- 
tion by the family doctor. 


Lack of dental hygiene and netal care continues to 
be one of the biggest health problems for many students. 


Over 1,377 students have been seen in the health 
office on an individual basis for various health reasons. 
Students reporting ill in school are checked for any com- 
municable or infectious diseases and taken home by the 
parent or school nurse when necessary. 


All accidents occurring at school are carefully 
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checked and parents are immediately notified if care 
other than first-aid is required. In several instances, 
emergency care has been given by Dr. Rice. One hundred 
and nine accidents were reported at the office; forty-six 
of these were seen by a doctor or required hospital treat- 
ment. 


Seven hundred and twenty-five students have been 
given vision tests, with eighty-four re-tests, resulting in 
seventy-eight failures. 


In the fall and spring, the height and weight of each 
student is checked and the students’ growth and develop- 
ment evaluated. Overweight continues to be a problem 
for many students. 


The physical education program, the school lunch 
program, the excellent maintenance of our school, and 
the cooperation of the teachers, the guidance department, 
Mr. Roger and Mr. Bennett help to insure a healthful 
school environment. 


A special note of thanks goes to parents who have 
cooperated with the school by calling and informing the 
office of a student’s illness. This helps the administration 
and faculty to be more aware of the individual student’s 
health problem. It is our desire to secure the best mental 
and physical health for the individual student. My sin- 
cere thanks to all who cooperate in this effort.
